Among the numeroiis directions 
given to the children of Israel upon 
their occupation of the land of Cen- 
aan, were those relating to the bulld- 
ing of cities. It was taken for gránt- 
ed that from henceforth tbe descen- 
dents of Abraham were to cease their 
nomadic existence, their days of 
wandering ended and to build them 


permanent cities in which to dwell. 


At least six of these cities were 
to be constructed in the hill country 
of the land. and they were to stand 
with open portals continually, as 


places of refuge for those who had 


committed accidental homicide. In 
a time when the law of an eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth was in 
full force, when personal settlement 
of diffüculties was the rule among 
half civilized peoples, it is wignifi- 
cant that Moses anticipated a time 
of law and order, by the provision of 
the Cities of Refuge, places of de- 
tention in which the man gulltless 
of premeditated murder could find 
a harbor, a fair trial and protection 
from the avenger of blood. 

That is what every municipality 
Ought to be—a city of refuge. They 
should all be harbors of defense in- 
to which ínnocence could run for 
safety and the distraught could. re- 
cover strength. On the contrary 
what do we find? The city in mod- 
ern life stands fór all that is infinite 
in domination, innumerable in popu- 
lation, marvellous in resource and 
prowess, execrable in Satanic devices 
to deceive and destroy. Instead of 
finding stairways that slope up to 
the throne, the young man finds 
trapdoors opening upon perdition, 
Plenty of churches, but their doors 
aro closed six days in the week when 
they are needed most, and numer- 
ous saloons open every day in the 
week to entice, to allure, to madden, 
to destroy Places of sinful amuse- 
ment crowced to the doors by the 
pleasure seeker, lessons in the fine 


art of knavery, sharp practice and* 


all manner of delusion being taught 
on all its streets to the unsophisti- 
cated. The. net is spread even in 
the sight of the bird and the snare 
is laid on the open ground. There 
is a constant, steady, persistent and 
tremendous process of degradation 
and corruption going on all the 
time. It is the carcass to which all 
the vultures of both sexes congre- 
gate for the feast of death. 

Talk about solitude! There is no 
wolitude like that of a great city. 
Talk about lonesomeness and home- 
sickness! A man can pick his way 
through the crowd on some city 
streets and be overcome with lonell- 
ness as intense as though he were in 
the middle of the Sahara desert. 
Many a man passes through city 
streets with the consciousness that 
the human tide which ebbs and flows 
around him, would gwallow him up 
and drown him with as little com- 
punction as an Atlantic billow. If he 
threw up his hands and went down 
in the human vortex it would make 
no more impression than dropping a 
pebble Int» the middle of the Miss- 
issippi river. The city has no heart 
no bowels of compassion, no tears, 
no real fellowship and brotherhood. 

Yet that Is not all the story, Much 
depends on the man himself whether 
the city snubs-or uplifts him. The 
city. is not necessarily bad. The 
devil lurks in solitude and gathers 
In his harvest in the rural districts 
as certainly as in the crowd. A man 
can go to ruin in a garden, and 
come to grief on a farm. Heaven is 
represented as a city whose walls 
are Jasper and whose streets are 
gold. But to appreciate even that 
place a mau needs to have an appre- 
ciation of such a place in his soul. 
The city is an aggregation of houses, 
and should surely bring the home 
feeling into wandering and aching 
hearts. If a man wants to find church- 
es, Institutions, organizations, bro- 
therhoods, he will steer clear of 
the saloons and look in other quar- 
ters for congenial society. Aud he 
will have no difficulty in discovering 
the finest society, the choicest com- 
panionship, the most elevating sur- 
roundings There are books for his 
mind in the libraries, beauty for his 
soul in the art galleries, music for his 
rapture in the conservatories, inspir- 
ation for bis higher nature in the 
pulpits. Everything at its best and 
abundance of everything for his use 
who seeks for it. Surely the modern 
elty may be a City of Refuge to those 
who really desire refuge as certainly 
‘as any of the six cities that Joshua 
built in Canaan, ' 

The trouble is, the young man, Uke 
the prodigal in the parable, goes to 
the city too often, with the deliber- 
ate intention of “seeing lifo," He 
seeks, not for aafe, but for swift so- 
ciety, He goes out hunting the lions, 
with the egotistical notion that he 
can conquer where other men have 
been destroyed, And after he has 
been clawed and worried and lacer- 
ated, for the first time he begins to 
Inquire for places of healing and 
safety, Alas! that he did not do that 
first instead of last, For too often, 
At 1s too late.

“RAZOR GRINDERS TESTY. 


ner Work fs Trying und Dangerous 
and It Gets on Their Nerves 


The brawney arms of blacksmiths 
and the ill rs of cooks are mat- 
ters of co on knowledge, but the 
man who’grinds razors has a trous 
er arm than the b.acksmith an} a 
Wortze temper than ihe cook. All day 
X stands bearing his full strength 
against a razor held on a wheel 
which is whirling at the rate of sov: 
oral thousands revolutions a mmute. 
He develops a grip of steel and an 
arm as hard as iron. -His work is 
dangerous. A slip of a fraction of 
an inch and the razor may break in- 
ro a thousand pieces and fly in as 
many different direétions. Cons 
quently the razor giinder's work geta 
vn his nerves—hence the {frritahie 
temper. 

In an upstairs room on lower Malu 
street, says the Kanvas @tty Star, two 
men are kept busy reducing heavy, 
old fashioned razorg to the smaller 
proportions deman:ed by shavers of 
this generation. There is a littl: 
of the comic In ther work. The an- 
cient blades brought to them are 
rtylcd “grandfathers” razors be 
cause practically every customer ex- 
plains that the implement was used 
by his grandfather sı»... uncle or 
ather ancestor, and that the metal is 
of a very superior oaality—"'the kind 
you can't buy nowadays,” 

"Better razors are made and so'd 
now than ever before,“ Louis Heckel 
sald. ''But I suppose that the meu- 
tal suggestion a man gets in using 
re razor that his ancestors stool ir 
*Avses him to experience less pain 
when ft pulls. We have to treat 
tnose grandfather razors witb grat 
reverence In the presence of the owu- 
ers. 

“Grinding razors is work at once 
delicate and strenuous. The few 
men who have mastered the art are 
an eccentric lot, so we are compelled 
tc humor«them in their oddities. 
They are highly priced and hard 2 
find. 

The room in our shop where raz: 
ors are ground has not been entered 
in years by a person other th a 
member of the firm of an employee. 
The grinders will not tolerate vivi- 
tors. 

"The razor grinding art is almost 
monopolized by Germans. There are 
not more than half a dozen American 
grinders in America. The grind- 
stones used in the work are rear!y 
all made in France. They are a pat- 
ent composition tbat absorbs water. 
This quality helps to prevent the raz- 
ors becoming too hot. As an addi- 
tional praventive a stream of water 1s 
OFS, xo: flowing on the blades. Even 

hen a razor is sometimes “burnt” 
— the temper of the metal ruined.” 

About fifty different sized grind- 
stones and leather rimmed wheels 
are used in reducing an old fashioned 
ic Axe, to a “hollow ground. 
The coarser work 1s done on grind- 
stones and the finishing on leather 
wheels all are fitted to the same 
revolving axis. A dozen razors can 
be ground about as cheaply as one, 
as the work is done in lots of one 
dozen. In this way labor la saved in 
adjusting the numerous sized wheels 
and stones. 


Harvard House at Stratford. 


The restoration has been completed 
of the John Harvard house in Strat- 
ford-on-Avon. This house is one of 
the most interesting of all the relics 
of Shakespeare's time. It stands in 
the High street, opposite the Corn 
Exchange. It was built in 1595, and 
was the home of the mother of John 
Harvard, the founder of Harvard Un- 
iversity, Cambridge, Mass 

The house will now be preserved 
as a public institution, but it had a 
very narrow escape from datruction 
at the hands of the vandals. It is 
really surprising that it has escaped 
for more.than 300 years. Until re- 
cently it was used as an auctioneer's 
office and adapted for business pur- 
poses. Some former occupant had 
piastered over al] the fine wood carv- 
ing of the interior, and the front in 
the ground floor was partly bricked 
up and a modern door made in the 
center. The building was fast falling 
Into a state of dilapidation through 
neglected drainage and other causes. 
In a few years titne it would have 
collapsed. It was bought by Nelson 
Morris of Chicago who commissioned 
Miss Corelli to secure it and to have 
it restored. The work of restoration 
has now been completed. The utmost 
care has been taken to preserve all 
the old fitings, the oak wood work the 
carvings which were covered up with 
plaster or painted, and the publio 
can now form an opinion of what the 
touse was like when !t was bullt, A 

new door had to be made—one which 
harmonizes with-tbo style of the 
house and looks quite Elizabethian. 
There are two rooms on each floor. 
Nothing has been added to * end 
woodwork except when it was 
lutely necessary for safety and X 
providing missing articles. The 
woodwork has not been painted but 
only carefully cleaned. The fittings 
for gaslights in the house are tron 
work zuch as might have ben used 
for lanterns in the days of Shake- 
speare, and the furniture and fittings 
of tbe rooms will be appropriate. 

John Harvard's house must have 
been a familiar object in Stratford to 
Shakespeare, and its preservation will 
he greatly appreciated by all lovers 
of the poet, It is probable that the 
house may be used as an Americanu 
club. In any case, it has taken Its 
place as one of the public sights of 
Btratford,

An Uncapsisablé Monorail. Oar That 


May Revolutionize Present Trans. 
portation 
Amazes’ British Royal Academy 
| Explanation ot the Discovery, 


-Those present at a recent meeting 
of the British Royal Society witae.sed 
‘What appeared to be the most as 
g|tonishing toy that they “had ever 
seen, a mall self-contained car and 
locomotive combined; running with- 
out lateral support on à single rail, 
rounding curves of small radius and 
ascending and descending 
without dificiilty. It a weight, wore 
placed on one side, the car after a 
slight “oscillation. turned © slightly 
against the weight, bearing thai side 
higher than the other. 
round a curve, the car, contrary to 
the laws of nature, leaned inwards 
instead of outwards, resisting” the 
natural centrifugal tendency. 

Before ‘enlarging on the technical 
side of this discovery, let me give a 
brief description of the inventor and. 
of the more obvious aspects of his 
car and single line railway, says a 
writer in the New York Post. Mr. 
Louis Brennan is an Irish-Australian 
whose self-steering torpedo was 
bought by the British Government 
some ten years ago for £110,000. 
His car is one of the many monorall 
inventions . which hitherto have re- 
celved a limited and local support, 
but have never obtained coramercial 
success, "The car is not suspended 
from the rail, as in the case of the 
Behr and Lartigen systems, nor ia 
it in any way dependent upon lateral 
support. All it will need is a per- 
manent way. with single rails similar 
to those in general use, supported 
on sleepers or ties of half the usual 
width. For its balance it depends 
entirely on its internal mechanl m. 
and this is at once so secure and so 
impregnable that.observers and test. 
ers are left astounded. 

This result is obtained by the use 
of two gyroscopes with horizontal 
akes mounted in the car and rotated 
at high velocities.{n opposite direct- 
ions. When these are running at 
the required speed, their influence 
is such. that the car remains upright, 
either when at a standstill or when. 
moving along its rail, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Its center of gravity 
is high above the latter. The gyro- 
scope wheels are mounted in special 
bearings, and are rotated by means 
of electric motors, in & vacuum, s0 
that both the bearing and air fric- 
tion are very small The energy 
stored up in the flywheels is sum- 
cient to keep them revolving at a 
velocity for two and a half houra 
after the current is cut off. It is 
calculated that absolute security and 
stability for the car require that the 
weight of the gyroscope wheels 
should be 5 per cent. ot the total 
weight of the loaded vehicle, Thus 
two revolving gyroscope wheels of 
half a ton each, representing the 
equivalent of the flywheels of a com- 
paratively small engine, will keep in 
absolute steadiness a travelling 
carriage weighing two tons. 

Mr. Brennan’s adoption and utili- 
zation. of the precession of the.gyro- 
scope was as follows. He said to 
himself: -If my gyroscope is re- 
volving from left to right, that is, 
like a clock, in a horizontal plane, 
and a force like grayify tends to pull 
it downward on the side towards the 
east, the principal of the precession 
will cause it to tend to fall towards 
the south. How, then, can I apply 
pressure so as to resist the original 
pressure downwards to the east? 
Clearly, I must exert a pressure to 
pull it downwards to the west, Now, 
there Is only one pressure which will 
pull it downwards to the west, and 
that 1s pressure downwards to the 
south. I come, then, to this pura- 
dox; whenever I see my gyroscope 
apparently falling to the south, I 
know it is really falling to the east; 
if then, I press it downwards to the 
sonth, where it is apparently pull- 
ing, it will really tend to fall to the 
west—that is to say, it will resist 
the fall to the east and return to the 
upright position.’ 

A single gyroscope revolving at 
great speed in a vertical plane can 
be fixed in a locomotive and adapted 
in a frame on the principal detailed 
above, so as to regist any overturn- 
ing tendency likely to de applied. 
But it will also: strongly reajst any 
pitching tendency. In other words, 
it will retard progress up and down 
hill, and require excessive energy to 
produce great speed. “Similarly, a 
gyroscope fixed in a vertical. plane 
parallel with the line of progression 
of the locomotive will realist the 
overturning tendency, but also make 
the turning of corners impossible, 
except at slow speed. Mr, Brennan, 
therefore, adopted two gyroscopes.in 
a vertical plane, revolving: in oppo- 
site directions. The effect of each 
gyroscope is ceti to counterbal-

The late Grand Jury in Kent Ooun- 
ty, Delaware, tin an indiot- 
ment against Garrett 8, Wharton, a 
prominent Republican of Dover, for 
trying to bribe Willam H. Hurd, a 
voter at the election in November, 
1900. The case came to trial in the

Wednesday last, and Wharton was 
found guilty by Obief Justice Lore 
and Associate Judge Spruance, and 
sentenced by the Court to two months 
in the Oounty jail, to pay a fine of 
$200 00, and to disfranchisement for 
ten years. 

It seems that Wharton was working 
for the interests of his ticket, and 
approached William H. Hurd. a Dem- 
oorat, offering hima sum of money 
to vote the Republican ticket. Mr. 
Hurd did not accept the money, but 
gave information ot Wharton's offer 
to bribe him, with the evidence of 
the fact. 

There are several other indictments 
in the Courts of Delaware for bribery 
and'astempts at bribery which will 
come to trial in the- other Counties, 
and conviction in bere of them seems 
likely to follow; 

These prosecations are the result of 
the general movement last tall to put 
a stop to bribery in Delaware.

ave lost their dread oi tue poorhouse 
tnd the ! natic asylum, just as the 
zmglish people have lost the same 
read. Twenty years ago it was con- 
"zderul a disgrace to have a relative 
in either Institution: now the feeling 
of disgrace hae disappeared. 

Thercfore when the farmer becomes 
«00 ld to look after his property and 
siis down in the chimney corner to 
smoke his life away and to chat with 
himself during the process, his sons 
decide that he 1s "queer," or "off his 
head," and they have him examined 
and sent to tne asylum. He is thus 
provided witn good quarters and they 
save the expense of keeping hím. This 
is one reason for the fulness of tne 
lunatic asylums, 

Other reasons may be supplied 5y 
the lunacy doctors and their desire ta 
better themselves and their brethren. 
Each asylum must have ope doctor 
for a certain number of patients, and 
as the patients increase so does the 
strength of the medical staff. Thea a 
doctor having spent a short time in an 
asylum and becoming unfit for his 
work is pensioned off for ife. One re- 
sult of this is that the asylum doctors 
will pass as insane anybody who ex- 
libits signa of eccentricity, however 
insignificant, the main object being 
to employ as many medical men as 
possible, éach of whom takes his pen- 
sion when he considers that his time 
has come. 

As a matter of fact, I find that the 
madbouse, which some time ago was 
dreaded much more than the prison. is 
now preferred to the workhouse, and 
It is asserted that it a commission ot 
independent mental experts visited the 
asylums and examined the inmates a 
large proportion of the patients would 
be discharged as not being entitled to 
the hospitality of the establishments, 
As for the great Central Criminal 
Lunatic Asylum outside Dublin, it ts 
declared to be a notorious fact that 
most of the inmates are sane. 

To this asylum are sent prisonefs 
onvicted of violence or murder when 
the juries find that they were insane 
at the time their crimes Were commit 
ted. I have recently played cricket 
wit those “dangerous criminal luna- 
tics" in the asylum and conversed 
with them. I have found much less 
rational men in the clubs and streets 
of Dublin.

Where of old. the great 
Dutch war fleets gathered, where now 
4,000 fishermen sink their nets there 
will zice happy villages, broad past- 
ures, popular bordered roads und 
sleepy canals—new farms and homes 
for 50,000 Dutchmen 

The task to be undertaken ig a tre- 
mendous one. It will cost nearly 
$76,000,900. In return the goverment

The Zuyder Zee bas occupied a most 
promineent place in Dutch history 
On its shore are the ancient towns of 
Medemblik, Hoorn, Harderwyck, 
Norden and Enkhtizen, under hose 
walls the Dutch fleets used! to lie at 
anchor in thé days when Holland dis- 
puted with England the supremaoy of 
the seas.

‘TRAILING THE SUSPECT 


Plot Discovered in Tokio—Attempt 
of Russianized Japanese to Secure 
‘Naval Secret The Spy Killed 
by an Accomplice After He Had 
Betrayed Himself. 


During the recent Japanese troub. 
les on the Pacific Coast various per- 
wons thought they discovered Japan. 
ese sples taking measurements and 
making notes about the coast de- 


‘| fences thereabouts. The Japanese 


War office may have a more or. leas 
perfect system for gathering infor- 
mation about the defences of other 
countries, but it is a safe guess that 
it never before had to investigate 
the operations of one of Japan'a own 
people spying on Japan's own forts 
in tüe interests of a foreign power. 
The Tokio Asahi prints an interest- 
ing story of this unique treason of 
& Japanese, 


Seji Mayeda, a former instructor 


in the Oriental Languages School of 


Valdivostok and a naturalized Rus- 
sian citizen, dropped into Tokio 
after a continued absence of more 
than ten years. He was highly edu- 
cated and passed among the gentle 
men of the better class in Tokio 
political clubs as a personable man 
of refinement. Because he spoke 
Russian fluently and had lived many 
years in Siberia it was not consider- 
ed a matter of suspicion that May- 
eda spent a great deal of his time 
with Russian Military Attaches of 
the legation, 

About the same time that Mayeda 
came to Tokio another man from 
Siberia, Kuzuki Imamura, came down 
from the Japanese fisheries at Nikol- 
aevsk in the Primorsk Province, 
where he had been working since 
the war. He went to his home in 
the slums of the city and nobody 
knew that he ever met Mayeda, the 
gentleman, or that he knew anything 
about Mayeda's movements. 

Recently a Japanese coolle of the 
low clasa visited the office of the 
Tokio Asahi and desired a word 
with the news eüitor. When the 
coolie had that functionary carefully 
seculuded in an inner room he told 
him that if a reporter from the 
Asahi would follow Mayeda, the gen- 


| tleman and clubman, on the train 


to the Yokosuka naval station that 
night he would learn that the Rus 
sianized Japanese was a traitor and 
that he was preparing reports of 
the defences at Yokosuka for the 
Russian Government. 

Maruo, the coolle, told the Asahi 
editor that Mayeda had gained his 
confidence by hiring him as a ser 
vant and that the day before Mayeda 
had aaked him to take a night trip 
to Yokosuka, promising that for the 
work he: woud do there would be 
large rewards. Maruo had suspec 
ed his master of being in cera 
with the Russians because of hi 
constant association with the lega- 
tion staff officers, and this Yokosuka 
trip convinced him, he said, of the 
treacherous designs of the man. 

Japanese newspapers are not slow 
at scenting news even though the 
reporters wear clogs and are happy 
on a aalary that an American news- 
paper would not think of offerffig 
to an office boy. The Asahi imme- 
diately assigned a man to follow 
Mayeda and then notified the cen- 
tral office of the police. 

That night when Mayeda and the 
coolie went to Shimbash! station to 
take the train for Yokosuka an As- 
ahi reporter and a defective fol- 
lowed. Mayeda thought to throw 
possible pursuers off the track by 
taking a Shimonoseki train und 
changing at a junction beyond Vo- 
kohama, but the reporter and the 
detective were not fooled. 

When Mayeda stopped overnight 
at an inn near Yok@suka the sieuths 
on his trail camped there aiso. 

The next morníng when the spy 
happened to catch sight of the two 
trailers he decided that it was get- 
ting warm for him and tried to dou- 
ble on his tracks, golng for a time 
to the Yoshiwara on the outskirts 
ot a neighboring town, then trying 
to make-a quick loop back in the 
neighborhood of the forts. 

Mayeda evidently grew guapicious, 
for he gave up the trip through the 
fortification zone on the following 
night and returned to Toklo. There 
it was that his career of treason 
came to a sudden end before the in- 
tervention of the police, 

Kuzuki Imamura, the coolle who 
had known Mayeda in Siberla and 
who had come down from the fish- 
erles to live in the slums of Tokio 
bad got an intimation through som, 
channel that the police belleved that 
he and Mayeda were.in the same viol. 
On the same day that Mayeda re 
turned after the fruitless Yokosuka 
trip Imamura went to Mayéda's 
home.and stabbed him a dozen times 
in the neck and body with, sport 
sword, 

The police subsequently searched 
Mayela's papers and found confirma- 
tion of thelr suspletlous— that he ‘was 
trading in military secrets. They 
also found evidence enough to con- 
vince them that the patriotic Im- 
amura’ was in the plot with the 
gentleman: Mayeda, So Imamura wil)

The Whirhwind abd th P RUE Ob 
fects of ‘Curious ` "Theories. 
Thé Dakotas: belleve that there is 
a close relation between the whiri- 
wind and the fluttering wings of à 
inoth, The cocoon is regarded as the 
njsterlous object from which a pow- 
er similar to that of the whirlwind 
omdnates, as attested by phe emer- 
geuce from it of the moth. 
Dr. Wissler explains in Discovery 
that the whirlwind meant by the 
Dakota Is the harmless little whirl 
One sees upon the plains every clear 
day. The long, slender column be- 
traying its presence makes a pro- 
found impression upon the Indian. 
In the whirlwind somehow and 
somewhere reside the power to pro- 


! duce confusion of mind. Thus it was 


natural that its ald should habe been 
invoked by the *Warrlors on going 
into battle, for to be as intangible, 
invisible and destructive as the wind 
was thelr one great desire.

Some of the Dakotas believe that 
the bear controls the power of the 
whirlwind and that s""prayermust 
be addressed to the animal for the 
assistance of the whirlwind. Some- 
times a person will receive power 
from the bear in a dream of vision, 
and thus come to have the aid of the 
whirlwind because of the coficelved 
relation between the two. Finally 
the power of the whirlwind íis also 
supposed to be associated with the 
buffalo and the spider web. 

A deity of equal importance among 
the Indians of the plains is the 
thunder, which usually is associated 
with military exploits. While the 
Dakotas generally regard the thun- 
der as a bird, usually symbolized by 
the éagle, they sometimes speak of 
it as a horse, a man or a dog. 

The horse has always appealed to 
them as & creature of mysterious 
origin, and in many cases is assum- 
ed to have been given by the thunder. 
In any event there ls an association 
In their minds between the power of 
a warhorse and the thunder. 

The thunder is often represented 
by a zigzag or wavy line, usually in

Aud bear in mind that 
the army of Gideon , had twice 
reduced by divine direction.

Opium and gambling are the twin 
curses of the Celestial empire, and 
no more important step could be tak- 
en toward the reclamation of “the 
Chinese than the abolishing of these 
two vices: e- _. , 

The smoking of poppy juice is the 
worst vice in which Chinamen in- 
dulge and I is génerally looked upon 
as lower and more degrading than 
any other. It ig doubtful, however, it 
it is any more prevalent. in China 
than is excessive alcoholism in our 
own country and it is also question- 
able whether its effects are worse than 
those of whiaky. 

However this may be, the vice was 
almost ‘unknown in the Flowery 
kingdom until about a‘ hundred years 
ago, when it was forcibly introduced 
by the English in order to dispose 
of the poppy crop of India. In fact, 
it was not until after the opium war 
of 1841 that the vice was at all pre- 
valent in the interior. This war was 
„e result of opposition on the part 
0: the Chinese government to the tm- 
portation of the insidious drug, which 
‘they realized to be an evil likely to 
yrdermine the institutions of their 
civilization, the oldest on the earth. 

Yt i8 popularly supposed that near- 
ls all Chinese indulge in the opium 
habit but, as a matter of fact, the 
percontage of those who use the drug 
is small. They are, however, of all 


| ranks, from the lowest ''coolie" to the 


wealthy and governing classes. 
ue “opium den" grows out of the 
fact that considerable apparatus is 


necessary for the. enjoyment of the 


drug. A reclínfng position is best 
adopted to the operation of smoking. 
In fact, any other position would be 
extremely awkward and almost im- 
possible. A small portion of dried 
juice of the poppy is warmed suffi- 
ciently to enable the smoker to roll 
it Into a pill. This pill is then plac- 
ed over a small opẹning in the pro- 
jection from the stem of the pipe and 
held In the flame of a spirit lamp 
while the smoker draws the fumes 
‘throfigh the bamboo stem. Unlike 
tobacco, opium must be held con- 
stantly In an artificial flame, as it 
does not burn of itself. 

The Chinaman 1s a natural gambler 
and indulges in numerous games of 
chance. The most common of tnese 
is called “Fantan.” The layout“ 
for this game consists of a table 
marked with a series of squares num- 
bered conseoutively, a bowl of cash 
(the common Chinese colns . with 
small, square holes In the.center), 
and a (fiópstick. The players make 
their game" much as is done in rou- 
lette, placing the amount they wish 
to wager on the square of their choice. 
The "banker" then overturfis the bowl 
M Cash“ upon the table, the number 

coins being ,taken at random and 
unknown. With thé chopstick he 
then withdraws from thé pile a num- 
ber of coins equal to the number of 
‘gquares on the table. This is continu- 
ed unti] the number of "cash re- 
maining is equal to or less than the 
number of squares. The number then 
remaining is declared to win and the 
lucky player who bas placed his wag- 
er on the corresponding square is paid 
an amount equal to as many times his 
wager as the number of his square. 
For example, we will say the table 
is divided into 10 squales. The bowl 
is overturned and the operator with- 
draws 10 coins at a time until there 
remain, let us say, but nine of the 
"cash." The player whose money 
is on the square numbered nine will 
then receive nine times the amount he 
has wagered, while the operator takes 
the money from all the other squares. 
The game is complicated by num- 
erous combinations. Money may be 
placed between two squares and win 
on either, but at a lower percent&ge 
than when within one or the other. 
A square may be “coppered,” that is, 
played to lose, and so on.

THE NEW UNION STATION AT WASHING 1 PN 


All the passenger trains of the Pennsylvania Railroad will 
enter and depart from the new Union Station at Washington on 
November 17, 1907, and on the same'date the present station, at 
Sixth and B Streets will be closed to traffic. 


The date is singularly fitting. In 1807 both wings of the, 
Capitol were completed, and now a century later a building even 
larger is opened for a great publie utility, which did not exist 
at that time. 

The railroad terminal facilities at Washington have been 
inadequate for years, partichlarly at inauguration periods and 
on the ussemblage of other large gatherings at the Capital 
Their improvement was imperative, and so it has come about 

- that, by the combined effort of the railroads aud the United 
States Government, one of the largest and unquestionably the 
handsomest railroad station in the world is now provided not 
only for the convenience of the citizens of the United States, 
but as a notable architectural addition to the great public build. 
ings of the Capital City. It is a monumental edifice and a 
worthy type of the future structures which will make Washing- 
ton the municipal beauty spot of the world. 


The station, including the Concourse, is longer than the 
Capito] and nearly us wide. The waiting.room is larger than 
the hall of the House of Representatives. The concourse, which 
is the train lobby, is longer than thé interior of the Capitol 
building, if it were one continuous hall, and half as wide. It is 
the largest building ever constructed for a like purpose. 


Within this great structure there is every convenience the 
traveler can desire, sv grouped about the central hall as to serve 
his purpose to the best advantage. 

The lofty arched entrances face a plaza as large as an ordi- 


nary city park, which will be laid out as a plaza and adorned 
with shrubbery and fountains, 


The trackage is sufficient for all demands 'upon it, und ag 
the entrance to and exit from the trains are separated, the con. 
fusion and jostling of hurrying crowds moving in opposite direc.

FOR THE SAKE OF OTHERS. 


Nov. 24, '07— (Rom. 14:12-23.) 

The question which was agitating 
the church 1n Paul's time waa wheth- 
er a Christian should ever cat meat 
if it had been once offered by the 
heathen ns a sacrifice to an idol. It 
was customary after the carcasa of 
an animal had been offered on an 
altar to an idol to put it on sale in 
the market. 

Now some Christians said, to buy 
that meat and eat it was to give 
"ountenance to idolatry, for a beath- 
en seeing them do that would say, 
"That la consecrated meat, and you 
are an idolater." Others said, the 
mere act of putting it on the altar 
did not effect the meat one way or 
the other. They bought it in the 
market, and asked no questions ai 
to what had been done with it before 
the butcher got it, and they repudi- 
ated the idea«of idolatry. 

You see, the extremists would not 
allow that there was any middle 
ground. One party said no man 
could be a Christian and eat such 
meat, and they were ready to ex- 
communicate everybody that did it; 
the other party said they could see 
no harm in it, their consciences were 
not troubled over it, and they should 
eat It as often as they pleased. So 
Paul first of all gently 
those who insisted that !t was sin to 
eat it, 

He practically said: “You con- 
celted ones, who judge others and 
condemn others, presuming that you 
know all that it right and all that 
is wrong in these doubtful matters, 
let me say you know nothing at all, 
in the large way in which you ought | 
to know It. If you would gain the ne- 
cessary basis of knowledge you must 
love God. For if any maa love God, 
God knows him and he knows God 
in a way that givea him understapd- 
ing in these questionable matters!“ 

Or, as we might phrase it—firet 
become intimate with the Almighty; 
breathe in His spirit, and that will 
possess you with God's ways of look- 
ing at what your friend, neighbor or 
Christian brother does. And you 
will thereby become forbearing and 
generous in your judgments of nth- 
ers. For God !s kind unto the un- 
thankful and to the evil. 

“You will all agree that an idol ts 
nothing. It is only a dead thing. 
Therefore meat Is not changed by be- 
ing off tora deal unmeaning 
thing and whosoever desires to eat 
{t let him do so." 

Now the modern 
this rule It this: Do not sit lu Judg- 
ment upon those who do certain 
things which you may think wrong 
but which the gospel doeg not ex- 
plicitly declare to be wrong. Some 
of us can remember when whiatling 
on Sunday was supposed to be wick- 
ed. We have vivid recollections o£ 
hearing parental authority aay: 
"Stop that whistling! Didn't you 
know it was Sunday?" So we were 
led to think that the other boys who 
whistled on that day were in danger 
of eternal condemnation. Of course 
that was absurd, but It took us a long 
time to outgrow the notlon. 

We have known of churches betng 
split and torn asunder because the 
preacher was caught playing croquet. 
Some professed Christians refuse to 
participate in the Lord’s supper be- 
cause the church has adopted indiv- 
{dual communion glasses. A minister 
sald a while ago that whenever he 
met a young man on the street wear- 
ing toothpick shoes he felt sure that 
that young man was going straight 
to perdition. And it is not so long 
ago that a preacher told the women 
of his congregation who wore rib- 
bons and feathers in their hats, that 
those’ same, ribbons and gewgaws 
would serve in the future world to 
kindle the fires of hell. to which 
their foHy was fast taking them 

But there is another side to this 
subject as there 1a to all subjects, 
and so Paul turns in cenclusion to 
teach the Christian lesson of refrain- 
lag from doing allowable things for 
the good of others. 

"ft is true," Paul says, "that eat- 
ing meat won't hurt you, but the 
fact that you do eat it, hurts your 
brother, and because you are strong- 
er than he, the Christian way wo1'4 
be to abstain from eating it for (^ 
sake!" If he sees you doing thin 
which he thinks are wrong, though 
they may not be, that may influence 
him to do things which are actually 
wrong. If you don't do those things 
you. wil) be able to say, He never 
tell by my example.“ And so through 
your self-denial you may save your 
brother, It is true he ls weak, fool. 
ish perhaps. certainly not 30 brilliant 
and self-possessed and wise aa you, 
and it is hard always to have to ear- 
ry him along, but that !s the spirit 
of true Christirníty. It is hard to 
have to cirry people on a stretcher 
always, but it would be harder it you 
had to occupy thé streeher You 
ought rather to rejoice that you can 
do without th'nga that #nmoy him, 
and oh the way to glory take not 
only the strong and vígoreus, but tho 
weak und feeble Perhaps with 
care, the time may come, when they, 
too, will be able to stand upon’ their

| SPEED AND BLOOD PRESSURE. 


As Shown by Experiments Before and 
After a Motor Drive, : 
The record motor-drive of twenty-

„But before physical culture was 
zhought of, Samson lived and posed 
among men, a demi-god in physical 
proportions. He was a prodigy, a 
phenomenon, the envy of all his fel- 
lows. And yet, the only thing he 
is celebrated for and ever will be 
is hs colossal bulk. Jumbo, the 
Barnum elephant, is alike remember- 
ed. He was a strange specimen in 
the contrasts of his life. He could 
catch a lion by the jaws and rend 
him asunder, but a harlot could 
twist him around her little finger. 
He was strong enough to tear a 
house down with his two hands, but 
he was utterly unable to say no, and 
stick to It though he lost his life by 
it. He was able to route the Phills- 
tines, but be was a slave to his own 
passions, led captive at their will. He 
was like a bull in a china shop, 
glorying in his strength but making 
havoc wherever he moved, He was 
like a runaway engine, steam all 
up, throttle wide open, every valve 
and piston working perfectly, go- 
ing down the track 60 miles an hour, 


but with no guiding hand .on the | 
lever, and certain disaster just | 


ahead. He was to be pitied, not en- 
vied;/ weakness was written in every 
line of his face, and characterized 
every tone of his voice. There are 
plenty of men whom Samson could 
have lifted with one hand, and chok- 
ed their lives out without exertion, 
who have more strength of character 
in their little fingers than Samson 
had in his whole mountainous body. 

Yet the lesson is plain that the 
Almighty used even Samson to ad- 
vance hís cause, And why not? Does 
he not use cataclysms, convulsions 
that tear the globe asunder, glaciers 
grinding down the mountains, ty- 
phoons anu cyclones, and devastat- 
ing storms? Has he not created 
vipers and adders, leopards and lions, 
horrible devil-fish and leviatthean 
wallowing in bloody mire? Let us 
not forget that He who causes the 
spring with ita apple blossoms, senda 
winter howling across the world. We 
cannot bjink out of existence Tamer- 
lane and the bloody Nero's, and the

Counterparts Of The Ameri- 
can Cowboy Near Rome. 


HOME OF FINE: SHEEP 


Shepherds Who Are Picturesque, 
, Poetic and Short Lived—Few Hu- 
man Dwellings Encountered — 
Farm Workers Whó Wear Livery 
—Suvage Duffaloes.. 


One of the most striking features 
of the Campagna is the’herds of cat- 
tle which are bred there and roam at 
liberty over its üills and valleys, 
They are estimated number about 
200.000. They are magnificent 
beasts, generally with whitish skins, 
enormous spreading horns and large 
soft eyes. 

Buffaloes may also be seen in 
herds here and there. Though sulky 
and sometimes savage, they submit 
to training, are very sagacious and 
will drag enormous loads. 

One méets them generally in tne 
marshes where they are sometimes 
used to clear the canals of the reeds, 
flags and aquatic plants with which 
the summer has choked the stream. 
Though generally under control, 
their original savagery will ocasion- 
ally break out, and they sometimes 
attack their drivers ‘and trample 
them to death. 

Along the walls of Rome at regu- 
lar intervals little pens are railed off 
with strong beams to afford refuge 
to any pedestarians in cise they 
may chance to meet a drove of buff- 
aloes or cattle, 

A conalderable number of horses 
are bred on the Campagna and sey- 
eral hundred are often seen together 
on one farm.. The Campagna horses 
are not handsome in figure, but they 
are very strong and enduring. They 
are of so robust a constitution that 
they are practically immune from 
allments and one of their character- 
Istic features ig that they do not re- 
quire shelter either in summer or 
winter. 

The horses seen In the Campagna 
are mostly mares and unbroken colts. 
The latter, known as puledri, are 
generally left wild until they are 3 
years old. They are provided with 
water, and very rarely, when the 
cold and rains have destroyed the 
grass, with some hay, but generally 
they are left to roam at large without 
any shelter except what they can 
find for themselves under the trees. 

A dolitary driver, the counterpart 
of an American cowboy, called but- 
tero, wearing a peaked black felt 
hat, a short jacket or a long riding 
black cloak lined with green, accord- 
{ug to the season, breeches of goat- 
skin with the long shaggy hair hang- 
ing from them, short riding boots 
and long spurs, with a long pole, 
visits them occasionally. When the 
third year is passed the drivers go 
out together to catch them as if 
they were wild animals. 

Approaching cautiously they either 
entrap them by dropping over tueir 
heads a plain headstall, which they 
extend on a long pole, or if the colts 
are very wild they use the lasso. 
which they handle very skillfully 

Many of the Campagna horses are 
sold to the Government for cavalry 
remounts, and as they are capable of 
enduring great fatigue and with- 
standing great heat and Cold tiey do 
excellent service. . 

The sneep on the Campagna are 
another characteristic feature. 

They are \tended by shepherds 
whose costume is picturesque, con- 
sisting of pointed hata adorned with 
a feather, coats and breeches of un- 
dressed sheep skin, and sandals of 
cioci, whence their name of clociarl. 
At their side they carry æ gourd of 
water, In thelr pocket a black wedge 
of bread, and in their hand a long 
pole. 

All day long, year in and year out. 
they spend their ume leaning on the 
pole, watching the herds, gazing va- 
cantly into space, dreaming perhaps, 
or sleeping under the shade of some 
solitary tree, while their dogs do all 
the active work, keep guarc over 
the sheep, prevent them from stray- 
ing, drive them and direct their 
course. 

The, jheep follow after the shep- 
nerd and are not driven before him 
and at nightfall when they are gath- 
ered together he leads them to the 
fold. The fold is movable and now 
pitched in one spot and now in. an- 
other. It la made of network of 
twine, stretched on stakes about 
three feet high, and it is identical 
with the old. sheepfold of Roman 
times called retia. 

The Campagna shepherds very of- 
ten are victims of the malaria and 
they seldom live long. They are 
ignorant and ‘superstitious, but often 
imaginative and poetic, edpecially in 
speaking of the beauties of nature. 
which snows their native suscepti- 
bility to fine impressions. In sum- 
mer, when the great heat renders 
the Campagna unhealthful, the sheep 
are driven to higher levels and cool- 
er pastures on the hills. 

On some large farms of the Cam- 
pagna owned by noble families there 
are large casolari where the fattore 
or overseer of the estate lives. If

There was a serier of great battle" 
last year between the railroads and 
the people, and the defeat of the pen. 
ple was accomplished with horrible | 
slaughter, and 5000 dead were found 
on the battle field and also 76,286 
maimed and wounded. The Interstate 
Commeroe Commieslon bulletin on 
railroad accidents during the yaar 
ending June goth last gives this 
alarming list of casualties, which 
are vastly more thea for the previous 
year. Oan nothing be done to prevent | 
this appaling loss of life and limb | 
by the railroads? Defective rails is| 
said to be responsible for much of the 
slanghter, and the Steel Trust in its 
anxiety to make big profit» is selling 
defective steel rails and is, therefore, 
to blame us much as the railroads 
which accept these defective rails.

All the passenger trains of the Pennsylvania Railroad. will 
enter and depart from the new Union Station at Washington on 
November 17, 1907, and on the same date the present station at 
Sixth and B Streets will be closed to traffic. $2 i 


The date is singularly fitting. In 1807 both wings of the ' 
Capitol were completed, and now a century later a building even 
larger is opened for a great public utility, which did not exist 
at that time. 

The railroad terminal facilities at Washington bave been 
inadequate for years, particularly at inauguration periods and 
on the ussemblage of other large gatherings at the Capital. 
Their improvement was imperative; and so it has come about 
that, by the combined effort of the railroad& aud the United 
States Government, one of the largest and unquestionably the 
handsomest railroad station in the world is now provided not 
only for the convenience df the citizens of the United States, 
but as à notable architectural addition to the great public build. 
ings of the Capital City. It is a monumental edifice and a 
worthy type of the future structures which will make Washing- 
ton the municipal beauty spot of the world. 


The station, including the Concourse, is longer than th 


Capitol and nearly us wide. The waiting-room is larger 
the hull of the House of Representatives. The concourse, v 
is the train lobby, is longer than the interior of the, Q 
building, if it were one continuous hall, and half as wide, 

the largest building ever constructed for a like purpose. 

Within this great structure there is every convenience the 
traveler can desire, so grouped about the central hall as to serve 
hig purpose to the best advantage. 
` The lofty arched entrances face a plaza as large as an ordi. 
nary city park, which will be laid out as a plaza and adorned 
with shrubbery and fountains. 

The trackage is sufficient for all’ demands upon it, und as 
the entrance to and exit from the trains are separated, the con. 
fusion and jostling of hurrying crowds moving in opposite direc.

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CARE OF LOAM ROADS, 
From Time To Time They Should Be 
Plowed and Cultivated, 

Loam roads are 80 widely different 
from gravel, macadam and other 
roads we have to deal with, that 
they occupy à class almost by them- 
Selves. It is quite essential, in the 
repair of these roads, that from 
time to time they should be turned 
Over with the plough and cultivated, 
not only by ploughing deep, but also 
using the harrow after ploughing, re- 
moving the stones that will have a 
tendency to make future trouble and 
placing them sufficiently back on the 
Margins 80 that there will be no 
possibility of their rolling down into 
the gutters and obstructing the water 
courses as we often find them doing 
in our highway work, says the New 
York State Highway Commissioner. 
It is as necessary to cultivate these 
roads, as 1 have suggested, as it is 
to cultivate the land inside the fen- 
ces. Wherever any road has soil that 
is full of water with a tendency to 
mire up in the spring and fall, the 
loosening of the soil will have a ten- 
dency to let the heat penetrate and 
not only warm the soll.and assist in 
evaporating the excess moisture, but 
it will also be a valuable adjunct in 
making the soil light and friable and 
thus, in time, completely remove it 
from a miry condition. Weeds aud 
grass, which are of so much annoy- 
ance and disadvantage to a road, will 
disappear and the road will respond 
economically in retaining its form, 
and be dry, pleasant and convenient 
for travel. 

A heavy loam road after it has 
been properly underdrained and cul- 
verts established where necessary, 
can be wonderfully improved by put- 
ting on a course of sand in the early 
spring. This should be distributed 
over the entire road and either har- 
rowed in, so that the sand may be- 
come thoroughly incorporated with 
the loam, or just put it on the road 
and let the teams or ordinary travel 
work it through. The harrowing, of 
course, would be better, but the road 
can be wonderfully assisted in be- 
coming dry by putting the sand on 
And allowing the teams to do the 
rest. The sand and the loam make 
a very good combination, and the re- 
sult will be that the miry condition 
formerly experienced will quickly 
disappear. 


In Building a Stone Road. 

To build a good stoue roud, first 
grade your hill down to five per cent. 
or less if possible; fill up your flats 
so that you have a minimum grade 
of at least one-half per cent: second, 
by underdrains cut off all water that 
may threaten the road; third, give 
your road a crown of three-quarters 
inch per foot; fourth, cut out your 
sub-grade, being careful to give it iho 
same curvature as the finished road; 
fifth, roll the sub-grade until it is 
hard and smooth, carefully remov- 
ing any spongy or vegetable earth 
that the rolling may disclose; sixth, 
spread your bottom course evenly, 
then roil and add a little binder and 
continue the rolling until the sioyes 
cease to sink or creep In trant of (he 
roller; seventh, spread your second 
course and roll It, with the addition 
of binder and water, until the “whole 
surface is hard and snionth, care- 
fully filling with stone any depress- 
ions that may appear, then finish the 


„hole with a course of %-inch stone | 


add v;reenings. This must be soaked 
with wacer and rolled until a wave 
of mud is fermed in front of the 
roller, being particularly careful to 
commence. the rolli^g at the sides 
and gradually work toward tbe «on- 
ter; by so doing you wiil preserve 
the crown of your road. If thi. ork 
is well and thoroughly done, you will 
have a road that ls smooth, hard and 
convenient for travel at all seasons 
of the year.—Good Roads. 


When Clover Loses Value. 


Clover bay which has been rain- 
ed upon loses in value very quickly 
and most of the loss falls upon che 
leaves,—the most valuable part of 
the plant. These contain most of 
the protein of the plant. lu both 
handling and cutting clover it is im- 
portant to secure, the crop without 
shattering, po as to get all the leaves. 

Alfalfa should be cut before it Is 
too ripe or in full bloom, in order to 
save the blades and leaves which are 
rich in protein. 

As a rule alfalfa produces more 
than double the number of tons per 
acre, as compared with clover, and is 
as rich or richer in autritious pro- 
perties. 


In Growing Alfaifa 


Any time a new stand of alfalfa 
does not seem to bé doing well, either 
from too much water or not enough 
water, or is sickly from dny cause, 
the best thing to do is to cut it 
and have it start oyer. If it is too 
wet it will turn yellow and if too dry 
K will turn dark green. In irrigat- 
ing the water should not be kept on 
ever one day at a time for alfzifa will 
not stand the abunivé practice of a 
continuous run such as we so often 
see on the mountain meadows where 
native hay ja grown. —— n
